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PREFACE 

'  I  AHE  Editor  of  this  "Book  of  Litanies"  desires  to  avail  himself  of 
the  opportunity  afforded  him,  in  issuing  the  Words  with  the  Music, 
to  thank  those  persons  who  have  contributed  Litanies,  those  who  have  so 
kindly  helped  him  with  much  valuable  advice  and  criticism  in  the  preparation 
of  the  Words,  and  those  who  have  generously  placed  Litanies  already 
published  at  his  disposal.  He  desires  especially  to  thank  the  Writer  of  the 
Metrical  Litanies  for  Advent,  Penitence  (p.  10),  Rogation  Days,  Whitsuntide 
(p.  38),  Saints'  Days,  and  of  the  two  on  the  Passion,  for  his  permission  to 
insert  them.  His  best  acknowledgments  are  also  due  to  the  Rev.  J.  E.  Field 
for  allowing  him  to  use  his  translation  of  a  Metrical  Litany  from  the  Mozarabic 
Missal  as  a  "  Litany  in  any  Calamity." 

The  accompanying  Music  will,  it  is  hoped,  be  found  in  every  way  a 
suitable  vehicle  for  the  Words ;  and  the  Editor,  in  addition  to  acknowledging 
in  the  Index  the  authorship  of  the  various  Tunes,  desires  here  to  thank  all 
who  have  so  materially  contributed  by  their  work,  as  well  as  by  the  interest 
that  they  have  taken  in  it,  to  the  value  of  the  Book.  To  Mr.  W.  S.  Hoyte, 
the  Musical  Editor,  he  would  offer  his  best  thanks  for  the  skill  and  judgment 
with  which  he  has  prepared  the  Music  for  the  press,  for  his  Tunes,  as  well  as 
for   his   harmonies    to    the    foreign    Airs  ;    to    Mr.  William    James,    Organist  of 
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St.  Andrew's  Kenn,  Exeter,  for  his  Tunes  and  for  the  great  care  and  labour 
that  he  has  bestowed  upon  the  work  that  he  has  done  for  the  Book;  and  to 
the  Rev.  J.  B.  Dvkes,  M.A.,  Mus.

This  Book  of  Litanies  is  now  issued,  in  the  hope  that  it  may  be  one 
more  help  to  the  use  of  that  form  of  devotion  which  has,  from  the  earliest 
ages  of  the  Church,  been  found  at  special  times  and  seasons  to  meet  a  want 
of  the  soul  in  prayer,  which  no  other  form  can  adequately  supply. 

Easter,   1875. 
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i.  The  Verse  may  be  sung  by  the  Priest  or  Two  Cantors, 
or  Priest  with  One  Cantor ;  the  Choir  and  Congregation  joining 
in  the  Response. 

2.  The  Verses  may  be  sung  antiphonally  by  the  Choir  and 
Congregation,  the  whole  Congregation  with  the  Full  Choir  joining 
in  the  Responses  :  the  first  and  last  Verses  being  sung  by  the 
Full   Choir  and  the  whole  Congregation. 

3.  The  first  Verse  may  be  sung  by  the  Priest  or  Two 
Cantors,  or  Priest  with  One  Cantor;  the  Choir  and  Congregation 
singing  the  Response,  as  well  as  the  next  Verse,  with  the  Response :
